Storage of "Stalks” of tobacco in such premises should

Such bags or Bhakkoos should then be kept pro- 
perly stacked in the manner aforesaid am 1 a stock 
card maintained separately for such "Sta’ks” also 
lot-wise. 

(2) In case the licensees/keepers aforesaid who desire 
to keep stalks in loose form, it may be allowed only 
when it is stored in separate rooms or compart- 
ments. More than 600 mds. of such stalks cannot 
be permitted to be stored in a single loom or 


compartment. Stock cards in such cases should be 
maintained in respect of each such room or com- 
partment.

1. Essay— An essay to be written in English on one of 
the several specified subjects. 

2. General English — 

(i) Precis writing and drafting: Questions to test the 
understanding and power to write English. Pass- 
ages will usually be set for summary or precis. 
Candidates will also be required to draft letters, 
memoranda, etc., making an intelligent use of 
given matter. 

(ii) Questions on synonyms, antonyms, idiomatic use 
of words and phrases and common errors. 

(iii) Parts of speech, analysis, syntax and direct and 
indirect speech. 

Note — In paper 2, questions on precis writing will carry 
75 marks, drafting 75 marks and those on grammer, 
idioms, etc. 50 marks. 

The object of papers 1 and 2 is to test the candidates' 
abilitv to write the English language correctly. Account 
will be taken of arrangement, general expression and 
workmanlike use of the language. 

3. Arithmetic — Ratio and proportion, percentage, aver- 
age, graphical representation of data, reading of ’ linear 
graphs and tabulation of data. The questions will be de- 
signed to test intelligence, accuracy and rapidity in work- 
ing. 

4. General Knowledge including Geography of India— 
Knowledge of current events and of such matters of every 
day observation and experience in their scientific aspects 


as may be expected of an educated person who has not 
made a special study of any scientific subject. The paper 
will include questions on geography of India. The paper 
may also include questions on Indian History of a nature 
which candidates should be able to answer without special 
study.

2. (a) Direct recruits to Grade IV (Assistants) are ap- 
pointed on probation for a period of one year. The period 
of probation is liable to be curtailed or extended at the 
discretion of the competent authority. During the period 
of probation, the direct recruits may be required to under- 
go such training and take such departmental tests as the 
Government may prescribe. 

(b) A grade IV Officer of the Central Secretariat 
Service will be required to hold any category ‘C’ post 
(Assistants) in any Ministry /Department of the Govern- 
ment of India or other office participating in the Central 
Secretariat Service Scheme, 

3. Grade IV Officers of the Central Secretariat Service 
will be eligible for promotion to higher grades of the 
Service, subject to suitability for such promotion and in 
accordance with the rules and orders in force from time 
to time. 

4. Candidates appointed to Grade TV of the Central 
Secretariat Service in pursuance of their option for that 
Service will not, after such appointment, have any claim 
for transfer or appointment to any post included in the 
Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service (Branch B) or the 
Railway Board Secretariat Service Scheme, 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Service 

The Service conditions of staff employed in the Ministry 
of Railways so far as recruitment, training, promotion etc. 

. are concerned, are regulated by the Railway Board’s Secre- 
tariat Service Scheme, which is similar to the Central 
Secretariat Service Scheme. 

The Railway Board Secretariat Service consists of 4

2. The avenues of promotion for staff from one grade to 
the other are similar to those in the Central Secretariat 
Service.

HOWEVER, CONFINED TO THE MINISTRY 
i OF RAILWAYS AND THE STAFF ARE NOT LIABLE 
TO TRANSFERS TO OTHER MINISTRIES AS IN THE 
CENTRAL SECRETARIAT SERVICE. 

r 3. The staff employed in the Ministry of Railways are 
i- entitled to the privilege of Passes and PTO’s on comple- 
> tion of one year’s service on the same scale as that admis- 
sible to railway employees. 

4. The service in the Ministry of Railways is pension- 
s' able and the pension rules are similar to those of the other 
s Civif Departments of the Government of India. However, 
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like all railway employees, the candidates nominated to 
the Ministry of Railways will subscribe compulsorily to 
non-contributory State Railway Provident Fund at the 
rate of 1 / 12th of basic pay including dearness pay. 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service pranch 'B' 

All posts of Assistants in fthe Ministry of External 
Affairs and in Indian Diplomatic Consular and Commer- 
cial Missions and Posts abroad, and a few posts of As- 
sistants in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, are 
included in Grade IV of the General Cadre of the Indian 
Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’. These posts also, like the posts 
of Assistants in the Central Secretariat Service, carry the 
scale of pay Rs. 160 — 10 — 300— EB — 15—450. 

2. Rules relating to the future maintenance of the ser- 
vice have not yet been finalised but, generally speaking, 
persons appointed to Grade IV of the Indian Foreign 
Service Branch ‘B’ can look forward to promotion to all 
higher grades of the service subject to considerations of 
seniority and merit. The higher grades of the Service are 
as follows: —
